. While the Dominion of Canada is staggering 


carried with American greenbacks, and that the 
price paid for the same was the charter of the 
Canada Pacific Railway and its various subsidies 
of bonds and lands, the work of enlarging the 
St. Lawrence and Welland Canals ia going on— 
rather slowly and grudgingly, perhaps, but

terly useless and wasteful railways (the 
Inter-Colonial and Canada Pacific), virtually con- 
necting Halifax with Vancouver's Island, through 
British territory, without population or produc- 
tions to pay the operating expenses after com- 
pletion. Nevertheless, we are willing to concede 
that the Canadians have the right to spend their 
own money in their own way. wad 

Of all her public enterprises, howover, her 
citizens know that those most productive of 
benefit are her canals. These canals are at pres- 
ent wholly inadequate to the growing volume of 
apart $12,000,000 to enlarge them. The present 
Welland Canal, which connects Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario, has an average width of 50 feet 
at the bottom, and is from 50 to 200 feet wide 
at the top, and sdmits the passage 
of: vessels drawing 10 feet of water. The 
St. Lawrence Canals do not allow the passage of 
vessels drawing over 9 feet of water. It is pro- 
posed to increase these canals to 12 feet depth, 
and to enlarge their bottom width to 100 feet 
Without these canals, the Dominion would be 
cut off from trade with the Western States of 
this country; with these ‘canals properly en- 
larged, that trade would be: increased tenfold, 
and the Canadian Treasury would have an imme- 
diate return from the commerce. There are two 
or three lines of steamers running from Montreal 
to Liverpool, and, as soon as these canals are 
made large enough to pass steamers from Chi- 
cago, there will be trade enough with the Western 
States to employ double the number of steamers.

The destruction of human lives in India by 
wild snimals has become 80 that at 
last tne English Parliament is seriously debating 
different plans to remedy the evil. The state- 
ments made by Lord Ettrick, who has spent much 
of his time in India, almost transcend belief, 
and read like romances of the junge and wil- 
derness. In Lower Bengal alone, no less than 
13,400 persons are known to have been killed by 
wild beasts in the six years immediately preced- 
ing 1870, and for the entire peninsula it is es- 
timated that 10,000 persons are killed annually. 
Capt. Rogers, of the Bengal service, recently 
read a paper before the English Social Science 
Association, in which he stated that, in 1869, one 
tigress stopped the traffic on a public road for 
many weeks, and was known to have killed 127 
people; and, ia Naydunks, a tiger, in 1867, 1808, 
and 1869, killed, respectively, twenty-sev- 
en, thirty-four, and forty-seven people. 
It would atteck party and kill 
four orfive at atime. Once it killed a father, 
fore it was shot it killed seven people. It is 
stated that there are shikarries, or hunters, 


whose business it is to kill these animals, and | 


who receive rewards for doing so, but they have 
no desire to kill off all of them and thus cut off 
their source of living. They, therefore, only 
kill enough of them to show that they are not 
idle and to make a living. The English Govern- 
ment now proposes to enroll a body of men for 
this purpose, and to make a systematic slaughter 
of the tigers, wolves, panthers, leopards, and 
hyenas, until they are exterminated.
